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MOBILE CITY-COUNTY YOUTH COUNCIL
Ordinance 09-033 adopted April 12, 1992

Established:

The City Council of Mobile, Alabama, Ordinance 09-033 was
adopted on April 12, 1992. Mobile County Commission established
the Mobile County Youth Council in a regular meeting on

August 10, 1992. An ordinance amending Ordinance 09-033 changed
Mobile Youth Council to the Mobile City-County Youth Council.

Purpose of Council:

Establish a channel of a medium of communication between the
youth of Mobile, the Mayor, the City Council, the County
Commission, and the Drug Education Council, Inc.

Stimulate an interest in civic and cultural activities among
young people.

Make available to the youth a source of information, in the form
of the Council, regarding questions that may arise concerning
the County of Mobile and its operation and functions.

Acquaint the county's young people with the multiplicity of
opportunities available to them in Mobile County now and in the
future.

Make it known to the youth there is a genuine interest being
taken in them by the county and its adult citizens.

Promote a sense of pride among the youth of Mobile County toward
the County of Mobile.

Act in all constructive means and manners as a liaison between
the County government and young people of our community, and an
advisory capacity to the County Commission on matters pertaining
to the youth of Mobile County.
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Eligibility for Membership:

Members must be at least fifteen (15) years of age, but not more
than eighteen (18). Must be of good moral character, enrolled
in and attend high school regularly, or have completed high
school and have not reached their nineteenth (19t") birthday.
County Commissioners each appoint three (3) students.

To be eligible, the members must be at least fifteen (15) years
of age, but not more than eighteen (18. Must be of a good moral
character, enrolled in and attend high school regularly, or have
completed high school and have not reached their nineteenth
(19th) birthday.

FEach member of the Mobile County Commission shall appoint
three (3) persons from his/her district.

Term:
One (1) year from the date of appointment.
